The Rue Soufflot from the Lux embourg tc 
the Pantheon was a mass of tig htly -packed 
human being s. J |Every window was filled 
with sig ht-seers; 
every 
inch of space 
on roofs, in doorway « , or on the pavement 
was 
crowded. 
Innumerable 
stands 
were improvised with plaaks, chairs, and 
ladders. 
It was impossible to g et a g ood 
place for 20 francs, and 6,000 francs was paid 
for a balcony on the Boulevard S t Michel. 
The Pantheon looks imposing with its front 
and porticos 
covered with 
crape 
and 
trophies. 
Before the g reat middle door is 
erected a lofty black and silver balaquin 
and 
catafalco 
adorned 
with 
tricolor 
fiag s and crape. To tba rig ht and left 
are tropties of palm leaves in silver. In the 
middle are the initials of the poet sur­ 
rounded by laurels. 
Mouuted troops were 
massed on either side of the Pantheon to 
prevent 
the 
crowds from approaching . 
Municipal g uards, cavalry , and police lined 
the streets aivl boulevards of approach. 
Contrary to ex pectations the g ilt cross on 
the lofty dome of the Phanteon was un­ 
touched, and looked down unveiled on the 
surg ing throng of infidels and believer» . 
At half-past 1 o'clock the head of the 
corteg e, preceded by croquemort* and police 
and by a g roup of poets “ who did not be­ 
lieve in God,'* appeared at the foot of Boule­ 
vard St. Michel. 
Presently the g leaming 
helmets of the cavalry were teen, and amid 
a roarjof ex citement, an almost interminable 
line of flower-laden cars, troops, scholastic 
battalions, and deputations flooded the ave­ 
nue. 
At the corner of Lux embourg g arden, 
where a statue of Victor Hug o had been 
erected, each g roup haltad, and the band? 
play ed a funeral march. 
All heads were 
bared when the 
simple 
hearse 
passed 
Viewed from an eminence near the Pan­ 
theon, the scene was marvelous. 
No king , 
warrior, or poet ever had such 
a 
fu­ 
neral. 
Processions as g rand have marched 
behind monarch’s corpse.*, but the manifes­ 
tation of to-day was unique because it was 
a spontaneous, free, and unforced tribute to 
the g reatest ly ric poet of France. 
Alto­ 
g ether 1,100 deputations followed the hearse. 
As for wreaths and banners, it was impos» i- 
; ble to count them. 
The steps of the Pan­ 
theon were covered y ards hig h with flow­ 
ers. 
When piled tog ether these would have 
formal A mounSam. 
The entire ceremonial and march of the 
procession passed off peacefully. 
The an­ 
archist* were overawed by the troops, and 
even work ingmen reflected sensibly and 
k ept red flag* in their pock ets. 
Despite tin 
enorinou* crowd in the streets, accidents 
were very few. 
Now and then a fainting 
woman 
or 
child 
would 
be 
carried 
out 
of 
the crush 
to 
ambulances 
which 
were 
erected 
in 
the 
streets. 
By 4 o’clock the last oration had been deliv­ 
ered, and in the presence of Jeanne and 
George Hugo, Mrxie. Lock roy, and all the 
celebrities of France, Victor Hugo’s remains 
were born 
to the vault in 
the crypt 
und 
laid 
to rest 
beside 
the 
tomb 
of Roseau. 
M. Angier’s 
oration 
wa­ 
ft brief but eloquent tribute to the deceased 
poet. 
After 
a brief allusion to hi* old 
friendship with Victor Hugo, to whom h 
owed his election to the academy, he said* 
“It is not, however, the academy that is 
mourning to-day-—it is all France. 
Franc« 
renders tod a y sovereign honors to 
the 
sovereign poet. 
She erects his catafalco be­ 
neath his trium phal arch that he has sung, 
and beneath 
which 
she has permitted 
to pass until to-day only one who ha- 
trium phed—him whom she has before all 
surnam e! ‘The Great.’ She is not prodigal 
of that fair title. 
She mak es of it almost 
the exclusive appanage of conquerors. There 
ha* been but one poet crowned by h*r with 
this aureole; hereafter there will be two, 
and, as the world says ‘The great Corneille 
it will say ‘The great Hugo.' 
It is not 
a funeral at which we are present. 
It is a 
consecration, and one is tempted to apply 
to the poet himself the noble lines addressed 
by him to his glorious predecessor beneath 
this Arch of Triumph: 
. “Master, at that moment your domain will 
be

M. Allam-Targe, m inister of the interior, 
said in reply to a reporter’s inquiry, that in 
spit© of the great concourse in the principal 
streets of Pari* Monday, there had been 
but few ca*ualtias reported by the police. 
In cases w here the police, acting un ler their 
general instructions, attempted to seize re i 
flags, the owners destroyed the emblem* 
ratht# than surrender them.

W a s hi n g t on C ity, 
J une 2.—Lieut Georg e 
C. Foulk. of the navy , under date of Seoul, 
Corea, March 29 , has sent to the navy de­ 
partment an account of the destruction of 
the American schooner Sherman, and the 
beheading of a portion of her crew, on the 
the Yellow sea coast of Corea in 18 06. 
The 
narrative was prepared from accounts ob­ 
tained from a Corean Christian of g ood 
standing —and is published for the first time. 
Lieut Foulk say s: “ The Sherman arrived in 
the Felong river in Aug ust, and anchored a 
short distance below Phy ong Yang city . 
The Sherman was seen from the walls of 
Phy ong Vang , and was the cause of much 
ex citement but on account of the dang erous 
condition of the river, which was then very 
hig h, 
no 
boat 
ventured 
near 
hor 
for 
some 
time. 
When 
the 
water 
beg an 
to 
subside, 
the 
provincial 
g overnor sent officers to Inquire her mission. 
The common people took advantag e of the 
departure of these officers for the Sherman 
to g ratify their own curiosity , and went 
with them, the whole party being in a larg o 
fleet of small boat* which put out from the 
shore tog ether. 
The 
Sherman’s poople, 
not understanding the approaching ex pedi­ 
tion, considered the movement as a hostile 
demonstration, and fired severl shots in the 
air. 
The officers, accompanied by all the 
other people, at once turned back and re­ 
turned to the city . 
The river fell rapidly 
after this, and in a few day s the Bherman 
went ag round. 
This was seen from the city 
walls, and another fleet of boat* came 
toward the schooner, this time with hostile 
Intent, the people being armed. 
Shots were 
ag ain fired from the Sherman, and the 
Coreans turned back 
as 
before. 
Both 
officers and people of the city were now 
enrag ed. 
Boats were loaded with com 
bustible 
material and taken to points 
above the schooner's anchorag e. 
Here they 
were fired and allowed to drift down upon 
her. 
The Sherman was soon in flames. Her 
people jumped overboard to save themselves, 
but most of them were drowned. 
A few 
were picked up by Corean boats. 
The 
prisoners were broug ht before the kamsa 
and ex amined. 
They told the object of 
the Sherman’s coming . 
All efforts to save 
themselves were useless, however, and in 
few day s they were led out and beheaded.** 
Up to 187 0 the United States g overnment 
could learn nothing of the Sherman’s de­ 
struction. 
In that y ear Rear Admiral J ohn 
Rodg ers, in command of the Asiatic station, 
was ordered to investig ate her loss. , Com­ 
modore Schley , of Greely relief fame, was 
nt the time connected with the « tattotii as 
lieutenant commander. 
Referring to the 
ex pedition, he said: 
“The Asiatic squadron went to the Yellow 
sea, and to the mouth of the Sale river, our 
object being to learn, if possible, something 
of the Sherman’s loss. 
In order to ascend 
the river, we obtained permission from the 
Coroan officials to mak e a survey of it. 
The squadron ascended the river for some 
distance. 
The Palos aud Monocacy con­ 
tinued further. 
The two vessels wero fired 
upon from 
the Corean fortifications, anil 
we returned to the other vessels of the squad­ 
ron. 
Admiral Rodgers sent a message to 
the Corean officials, giving them ten days 
in which they m ight mak e an explana­ 
tion for firing on the American vessels. 
No 
attention was given to the communication, 
and at the expiration of the ten days the 
admiral determined to secure an explana­ 
tion by force. We landed 1,000 men, and at© 
tack ed the fortification. 
The result was 
that nearly 700 Coroaus wero k illed and about 
150 tak en prisoners. 
We lost only twenty- 
five or thirty. 
The explanation afterw ard 
given for firing on our vessels was tha t the 
Coreans never allowed a foreign vessel to go 
up the river without firing on i t 
Our in­ 
vestigation of the Sherman’s destruction 
was term inated becauso of the fight with 
the Coreans.” 
Commodore Schley attributes to thi* fight 
tiie mak ing of the Corean treaty with the 
United State* about two years ugo.
